We are p.assing througli critical times and if we 
can show our value to the ciiiiimunity. it would 
pl.aee a eog in the wheels of the anti-tlioroughhred 
f.ictiiiii. th.at iiiiitht st<ip the ery of tin* f.an.ati<- 
for all time. If everylMid.v connected with the tnrf 
was to p.ay a pro rata tax. arrangial by tin* 
breeders .and as.sociati«ins and colle«tod by irg.an- 
izeil iKulies, which woiiM turn over tin* proceeds 
to the government, or to such funds as .are desig 
nat(*d. notably the Ked Cross, I f».(>l certain the 
lesiilts wonjd giv«* tl*e turf de«-id<al iirestige in 
Miiiabbles and tamtroversies that are sure to arise 
ill future gener.ations. 

It might also lie the me.aiis of bringing about 
rtaaignition b.v license tin* saim* as au.v other 
.amns«*ment, for raring is an amusement as 
well .as .! gigantic industry and should b* 

lii-i-nscd. I bop.* to see the d.a.v when 

ever.v race eoiirse has to pa.v a lieense to operate 
the s.ame as they do in Onta.rio, Can.ada. The gov- 
ernnnait slionbi gather .a r«*venne from this sourer. 
'rin*re is no re.asim why otlier .‘tinnsements shoiil 1 
pa.v a Ii«‘cns»* ami raring associations escape. Every- 
thing should 1 m* uniform. Keiiluck.v has established 
the fact that with a racing conimission. t.axes and 
g«*iieral contributions, it has show n decided pro - 
gres.sion. Not onl.v iloes the st.ate iaaa*ive lM*nefits. 
but tin* entire eoinmnnity ha.s ailvaneed and been 
enriched to a more tii.an satisfying extent.
